Dear Father Harman: 


I have reviewed the chest x-ray films taken on your father following 
completion of his course of cobalt radiation therapy.. The main tumor 
mass in the left upper chest has shown very striking regression, but 
it has by no means disappeared. There remains definite evidence of 
infiltration in the lung tissue along the medial aspect of the left 
upper lobe. There is no way for me to tell whether this infiltration 
represents persistent viable tumor tissue or scarring as & consequence 
of healing of the area where tumor was destroyed. 


The small round shadow in the outer left mid-lung field that was presumed 
to be a metastatic growth from the primary tumor also remains, but it 
shows some evidence of softening. We cannot say for certain whether 

or not this is indeed part of the malignant growth. It could be that 
this shadow is some entirely different and perhaps benign process. 


I believe one could say that the findings indicate that the growth 
has shown a satisfactory response to the radiation, but that it would 
be entirely unwarranted to base any strong hope for & cure on the 
results so far achieved.

always feel dirty after trying to expàgin their activites against 
us so Il won't go into ite 
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if they wanted to be the most popular olub in the Archdiosese we had 
only to go in for World Givernment and all of the other New Deal, 
"liberal" movement, We would we written up in glowing terms in 

all of the daily papers including our own Tidings if only we went 
with the ptherso I ms deeply gratified to hear all of them decide 
they had "rather be fight than president." We chose to be on the 
side of TRUTH which was the thing our Blessed Lord chose and was 
eruoified for it, It is happening to us dailyo 


I was so discouraged about all of this that I called 
our Spiritual Directof, Msgr. Wade and told him, "Msgr. Wade, I'm 
about ready to give ups This is more than loan bear. I'm making 
mortal enemies out of my closest friends, I am beginning to think 
I have lost my mind to think I can withstand all this oritisizm," 


He said, "Stephanie, you expected to be oritisized when 
you started this organization, didn't you?" 


I said, "Yes, Msgr. Üusxpected to be critisized by 
the Communists and even the Protestants. BUT NOT FROM OUR VERY OWN," 


Then he answered something that has been a comfort 
for a long while, He said, "Stephanie, our Blessed Lord was 
critisized by HIS VERY OWN, and YOU ARE NO BETTER THAN HE," 


Now, Father Aloysius, I expect this is an added oross 
for you to bear, for most of the priests that are connected with 
us have been called by all of the opposition and they tey to 
discourage them and keep them away from us, Only the priests 
that are also well informed in politios have taken our part and 
still attend our mestings every month, 


If ühis is oausing you added embarassment, we would 
not for the world add to your burden, Just forget the whole thing 
and we will understand. In fact if it will cause you less embarassment 
you oan laugh the whole thing off and it will sound like we have had 
another dream, One woman ceme up to me and told me that you would 
never be allowed to come to us, "that THEY had to be very careful 
who you were sent to."

held accountable. 


If you call Cardinal McIntyre you will get a good 
recommendation of us, and also from Msgr. Wade. But if you call 
any other member of the Chancery, Msgr. O'Dwyer, Dignan, MoGhkken, 
and Father Hawkes you will not, I can name you many priests who 
will give you a good report on us, but I could also give you twice
